A NEW RECORD. 


^President McKinley Has Established 
One by Receiving 292 Electoral 
Votes. 


lf, as it appears, McKinley has 292 
electors, he will establish a new rec­ 
ord. for the greatest number hereto­ 
fore given any candidate was 286 in 
1872, the year that Greeley made the 
hopeless* fight. 
McKinley did pretty well four years 
ago with 271 electors, but th at was 
exceeded by Cleveland in 1892 with 
277. The next best record was made 
in 1852, when Franklin 
Pierce 
had 
254 electors, leaving but 42 to Winfield 
Scott, who came within 215,000 of hav­ 
ing as many votes as Pierce had. 
But the g reatest victory was 1820, 
when Monroe, w ith 231 electors, was 
successful over John Quincy Adams, 
who had but one elector. In the con­ 
test between Lincoln and McClellan, 
Lincoln had 212 electors to .21 for Mc­ 
Clellan, yet the popular vote was not 
so marked in its difference, for in a 
vote of 4,000,000 Lincoln was only a 
tie more than 400,000 ahead.
